Johnson, MDOC #205684, will be returned to state prison, where he has been since 

September 2016. He is serving life for homicide/murder in Quitman County.

Corrections were assisted by the Mississippi Bureau of Investigation (MBI), Secret 

Service, U.S. Marshals Service, and other local law enforcement agencies in the 

search and capture of Johnson. 
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
